To  THE  Taxpayers  : 

The  Overseer  wishes  to  state  that  the  apparent  increase  in  the 
expenses  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  will  be  found  to  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  over  $125  shrinkage  in  the  appraisal 
of  1901  as  compared  with  that  of  1900,  and  also  for  the  reason  that 
owing  to  peculiar  and  unusual  circumstances  the  cost  of  support- 
ing the  poor  away  from  the  Town  Farm  has  been  larger.  The  tax- 
paj'ers  will  observe  that  the  income  from  the  Town  Farm  has  been 
larger  than  ever  before.

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Report  of  School  Directors. 


During  this  year,  as  last,  the  town  has  maintained  ten 
legal  schools.  That  in  No.  15,  the  old  French- Foster, 
now  known  as  the  Braman  district,  has  been,  as  before, 
maintained  by  the  adjoining  town  of  Washington,  that 
town  having  seven-eighths  of  the  pupils  in  attendance. 
Chelsea  has  paid  its  proportion  of  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  whole  expense  of  schools  this  year  has  been  $3053.- 
52.  The  apparent  cost  is  somewhat  enhanced  by  the  pres- 
ence of  similar  items  in  the  list  of  orders  drawn  during  the 
year.  For  instance,  the  order  for  $34.80,  drawn  in  April 
last,  paid  for  the  wood  to  be  used  in  district  No.  2  the  cur- 
rent year  ;  while  the  next  year's  supply  of  wood  was  de- 
livered in  early  January  and  paid  for  by  an  order  drawn 
January  7  last.  Also  orders  for  care  of  school-houses,  both 
last  winter  and  this,  and  an  item  for  transportation^  which 
accrued  heretofore,  besides  an  extra  item  for  new  insur- 
ance policy.  No.  370,554,  appear  in  this  year's  account. 

Except  the  summer  term  of  1895,  i^'^  -'^c*.  13,  the  former 
Dearborn  district,  no  school  has  been  maintained  in  that, 
or  in  No.  16,  the  old  Humphrey-Lyford  district,  or  in  No. 
18,  the  Titus-Cosgrove  district,  since  the  town  system  be- 
gan, in  March,  1893.  According  to  the  present  outlook, 
no  school  will  be  needed  in  either  district  for  some  time  to 
come,  if  ever.  In  view  of  this,  and  because  of  immedi- 
ately necessary  repairs,  it  may  be  w^ell  to  dispose  of  one 
or  more  of  these  unused  school-houses.  An  article  in  the 
warning  will  give  voters  an  opportunity  to  act  on  this 
question. 

This  board  was  re-organized  last  July,  to  which  fact 
must  be  attributed  whatever  inefficiency  it  has  show^n. 
Much  credit  is  due  the  retiring  member  of  many  years  ser- 
vice for  his  uniform  patience  and  courtesy  in  imparting 
valuable  information  gained  from  his  long  experience.

We  have  built  one  new  bridge,  have  built  over  three 
others  and  covered  two  more  entirely  with  new  plank,  be- 
sides repairing  twent3'-two  other  bridges  more  or  less  with 
new  plank. 

We  wish  to  say  to  the  voters  of  the  town  that  we  ex- 
pected  to  pay  more  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  town  by 
about  a  thousand  dollars.  To  explain  why  we  have  not  suc- 
ceeded we  would  call  attention  to  three  items  :  First,  an 
additional  ten  cent  tax  was  raised  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing some  of  the  road  commissioner's  outstanding  orders. 
This  the  commissioner  has  not  done,  but  has  used  all  the 
tax  for  ordinary  repairs,  besides  overdrawing  the  amount 
of  the  whole  tax  against  the  direction  of  the  selectmen. 
Secondh',  the  grand  list  has  decreased  about  $200,  so  that 
on  this  account  the  tax  came  to  about  $400  less  than  was 
expected.  Thirdly,  the  state  has  called  in  $392.35  of  the 
United  States  deposit  money,  as  this  money  is  distributed 
among  the  towns  according  to  their  population,  and  the 
population  of  Chelsea  has  decreased  160  in  the  past  ten 
years. 

We  have  paid  about  $3000  in  orders  bearing  five  per  cT: 
interest,  borrowing  mone}'  to  do  this  at  3f  per  (51.  There 
are  about  200  less  outstanding  orders  than  last  3'ear.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


As  there  have  been  no  new  departures  and  the  same 
number  of  schools  have  been  maintained,  this  review  will 
contain  no  items  of  interest  beyond  previous  reports. 

Five  of  the  teachers  of  last  year,  and  three  not  previ- 
ously employed,  have  taught  continuously  in  our  schools, 
while  one  has  remained  two  terms  and  four  others  but  one 
term  each. 

I  am  convinced  that  they  have  striven  individually  to  do 
their  best,  and  if  in  any  instance  the  ideal  has  not  been 
reached  in  methods,  discipline,  or  efficiency,  it  is  because  it 
has  been  beyond  the  limit  of  their  ability  rather  than  their 
purpose.  Although  it  is  impossible  to  control  ever}^  act, 
they  have  seemed  to  feel  responsible  for  the  judicious  use 
of  all  supplies  on  the  part  of  their  pupils,  and  have  re- 
strained wasteful  tendencies  in  a  marked  degree. 

I  regret  to  report  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  text- 
books are  much  worn  and  unfit  for  use,  and  should  be  re- 
placed by  new  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

B}'  a  hasty  examination  of  the  registers  I  am  convinced 
that  but  for  the  prevailing  epidemic  during  the  winter 
term  there  would  have  been  an  increased  average  atten- 
dance as  compared  with  previous  3^ears,  yet  I  wish  to  urge 
parents  and  guardians  to  consider  the  educational  needs  of 
their  children  before  the  inclination  of  the  child  or  per- 
chance their  own  convenience  or  prejudice. 
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Although  the  provision  made  for  our  schools  is  liberal 
when  compared  with  other  items  of  town  expense,  and  the 
measure  of  taxation  may  be  somewhat  burdensome,  yet 
we  do  well  to  remember  that  the  welfare  of  our  youth  is  of 
greatest  importance  and  that  a  large  proportion  ot  their 
number  receive  their  only  educational  preparation  for  life 
in  the  outlying  districts,  therefore  the  directors  should  not 
be  compelled  from  lack  of  funds  to  discriminate  against 
them,  but  should  be  enabled  to  give  them  the  same  num- 
ber of  weeks  of  opportunity  and  equal  advantages  with 
central  schools.

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Report  of  Trustees  of  Chelsea  Public  Library  and 
Alden  Speare  Memorial  Library  Building. 


The  appropriation  made  b}'  the  town  and  the  small  in- 
come from  other  sources  have  been  economically  used,  as 
the  appended  account  will  show\  In  addition  to  the  usual 
expenditures  for  new  books  and  for  binding,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  provide  an  additional  book-case.  The  exec- 
utor of  Miss  Harriet  D.  Hinckley's  will  has  called  on  us 
for  our  share  of  the  inheritance  tax  imposed  b}^  Massachu- 
setts upon  her  CvState.  Although  we  think  that  the  bequest 
to  the  library  ought  to  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the 
tax,  the  executor  has  assured  us  that  the  state  officials 
require  the  pa^mient  from  him,  and  we  have  paid  it. 

The  librarians,  as  in  former  j-ears,  have  given  gratuit- 
ous service.  The  patronage  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  has 
been  good,  but  we  think  that  the  demand  for  the  lighter 
grade  of  reading  has  been  disproportionately  large.  Our 
collection  of  works  on  history,  biography,  and  other  seri- 
ous subjects  is  very  valuable,  and  deserves  larger  use. 

Among  gifts  to  the  library  during  the  year  have  been 
two  volumes  of  the  official  records  of  the  Union  and  Con- 
federate Navies  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  from  Hon. 
H.  H.  Powers,  a  3'ear's  numbers  of  Harper's  Magazine 
from  our  former  townsman,  Harr}^  J.  Corwin,  a  report  in 
two  volumes  of  the  recent  Ecumenical  Missionary  Confer- 
ence from  Hon.  Alden  Speare,  and  several  valuable  vol- 
umes of  government  publications  from  Col.  C.  S.  Emer^'.
